It’s Bigger Than Both of Us 


When one and one add up to more than two, it perplexes chick, 
child, or chief. Unlike the hen hatching twins from one egg, nutri­ 
tion scientists recognize a bonus when they see one. They have 
looked to protein from animal sources as the ideal for growth and 
tissue building. Now, as they experiment in adding foods together 
to find the best diet for man, they come up with this plus value: 
Animals grow better when their food contains protein from both 
animal and plant sources. Animals do not grow as well when the 
protein is from one source alone. 
At a recent nutrition conference, Dr. I>eo Friedman, Nutrition 
Division of the Food and Drug Administration, told the why of this. 
Nutritionists are concerned not so much with the quality of one 
particular food as with the quality of the whole meal. And, he 
added, the total value of the whole meal may he much greater 
w hen protein comes from both animal and plant sources , . . greater 
than the sum of the individual parts. It may be bigger than both 
of them. 
‘‘It must be remembered, ’ said Dr. Friedman, “that the protein 
contribution from cereal and other plant sources in a mixed diet 
is much greater than would he indicated by their protein quality 
when determined individually.” 
His reminder directs us in selecting our food each day. In nutri­ 
tion. he tolls us, one and one add up to more than two. If w’e over­ 
emphasize any one food—no matter how valuable—we may be 
subtracting from the nutritive value of tho whole. A good foodway 
to follow each day includes: Two servings of meat or an alternate, 
two servings of milk or cheese, four servings of fruits or vegetables, 
four servings of enriched or whole grain bread or cereal.

County Agent Tells 
Of Rose Damage 


Rose bud rosettes turn brown 
and in many casi-s fail to bloom 
because of a damage done by 
a tiny sucking 
insect 
called 
“thrig,” according 
to 
county 
agent, Kirby Clayton. 
On cl se observation, thoso 
tiny insects are visa blo to the 
naked eye, but can be detected 
more easily with a magnifying 
glass. This insect starts sucking 
moisture 
from the immature 
rose buds at an early 
stage 
causing a rosette bloom 
and 
a 
brownish 
cas’ 
to 
appear. 
These insects are so small, that 
they frequently go unnoticed by 
the average gardner. 
Applicate n of malathion in 
a 5G dust or emulsion spray 
to flowers and buds every two 
or three days will destroy many 
thrips and result in more rose 
blooms-. DDT, Dieldrin. Lindane, 
and Taxpahene dusts or sprays 
are also ejective.
